There 
aro now 7,000,000 acrcs under cultiva- 
tion, wherein 1861 there were but 490,- 
000, and while in that year there were 
but eighteen miles of railroad in the 
country, there are now over 5000 miles 
in operation and 6000 more, includintr 
the great trauscontinental route, in course 
of construction.

I t has increased 
irom 
$17,^00,000 to 
^G13,0j0,000.

Tho Supply of Coal Oil is Immeusc. 


Concerning the facilities of the Stan- 
dard Uil Company to supply the entire 
world on short notice, Mr. Dodd made 
some startling statements. 


"Tho 
Standard 
Company has now 
over 25,001) miles of pipe lines," said he, 
"including local pipes which bring oil 
from the wells to the main lines. 
Of 
main lines, there are two extending to 
New York, two to Philadelphia, one to 
Baltimore, three or four to Pittsburg, 
one to Cleveland, one to Buffalo, one to 
Chicago, and a new one which is being 
constructed to Chicago. 
These take tho 
oil to the refineries located at the termini 
of the pipe lines. 
The amount of oil 
running through these mains-is about 
2,940,000 gallons per day, or 70,0u0 
barrels. Of this amount, fully one-third 
comes to New York. 


"Originally, oil was taken from North- 
western Pennsylvania only. 
Aiterward 
it was found in Southwestern New York 
State, 
Tho production in those regions 
is now light, tho largest finds being in 
the vicinity of Pittsburg and points ex- 
tending into West Virginia. 
There is a 
big oil field in Northern Ohio, but the 
oil is inferior in quality and of use mostl) 
as fuel, being transported to Chicago iu 
pipes for that purpose. 
A small per- 
centage of illuminating oil is obtained 
from it, and one of the largest refineries 
of the company is being constructed in 
Chicago for the purpose of getting out 
tho percentage. 
An oil well is never 
quite exhausted. 
Small wells are still 
being operated in the region of the first 
discoveries of 1851), 
At times we have 
had 
30,000,000 barrels stored in big 
brick tanks, such as you see along the 
Erie liailway, to the number of perhaps 
thirteen thousand, in New York aud 
Pennsylvania, 
Wc have about 10,000,. 
OOU barrels stored at 
present,"—Nm 
York

Can you think of an operation 
that 
•would create a mind? 
Can you conceive 
of the meanini? to humanity of a discov- 
ery that -would trausform a conf^enital 
imbecile into a rational beiu£r? 
Such an 
operation %Yas the one I was privileged to 
see. 


The patient was a child about one 
year old. 
Of good parentage and of 
healthy bodily growth aside from the 
fact that its skull was that of a new-born 
child, and it had hardeued and solidified 
into that shape antt 
size. 
The ''soft 
spot'* was not there, and the sutures or 
seams oi the skull had grown fast and 
solid, so that 
the brain within was 
cramped and compressed by its unyield- 
ing bony covering. 


The body could grow—did grow—but 
the poor little compressed brain, the di- 
rector of the intelligent and 
voluntary 
actions of the body, was kept at its iirst 
estate. 
Even worse than this, its strug- 
gle with its bony cage made a pressure 
which caused distortion aud aimless oi 
unmeaning movement. 
The arm and leg 
turned in, in that helpless, pathetic way 
that tells of imbecility. 
In short,^ the 
baby -was a physically healthy imbecile— 
the most 
pathetic 
object on this sad 
earth. 
Upon examination, the surgeon, 
a gentle, sweet-natured man, whose en- 
thusiasm for his profession—for the re- 
lief of suffering—makes him the object 
of devotion to many 
to whom he has 
given life and health, 
and the inspirer 
and linal appeal for many a brcther prac- 
tioner,discovered what he believed to be 
the trouble. 
Led by that most uncom- 
mon of all things, common-sense, he be 
lieved that this little victim of nature's 
mistake might be changed from a con- 
dition far worte than death to one of 
comfort for itself, and to those who now 
looked upon it only in anguish of soul. 


The child's skull was laid bare in front. 
Two tracks were cut from a little above 
the base (or top) of the nose up and 
over to the back of the head. 
One of 
these trucks was cut on each side, 
the 
surgeon explained, because it would give 
equal expansion to the two sides of the 
brain, and because it would cause death 
to cut through the middle of the top of 
the head, where lies **the superior longitu- 
dinal sinus/' 
lie left, therefore, the 
solid track of bone through the middle, 
and cut two grooves or tracks of bones, 
one on cither side, whqre nature (when 
she does not make a mistake) leaves soft 
or yielding edges by means of which the 
normal skull expends to lit the needs of 
the brain within. 


The trench 
made 
displaced or cut 
away one-quarter of an inch of solid 
bone all the way from near the base of 
the nose to the back of the head. 
In 
the middle of the head on each side a 
crosswise cut was made, and one inch of 
bone divided. 
Another cut was made 
on either side, slanting toward the ears. 
This was one and a half inches long. 
The surgeon then tenderly inserted his 
forefingers, pressed 
th« internal mass 
loose from the bones where it adhered 
and pushed the bones wider apart. 
This 
process widened 
the trenches to one 
inch. 


The wound was now dressed with the 
wonderfully effective new aseptics, and 
the fiesh and skin closed over. 
The op- 
eration had taken an hour and a half. 
There 
was little bleeding. 
The baby 
was, of course, unconscious during the 
entire time. 
Oh, the blessings of unas- 
theticsl 
And now comes the wonderful 
result oi this bold and radical, but tender 
and humane operation. 


The baby rallied well. 
In three days 
it showed 
improved intelligence. 
In- 
eight days this improvement was marked. 
From a creature 
that sat 
listless, de- 
formed, and unmindful of all aboutit, it 
began to *'takc notice," like other chil- 
dren. 
From a n ' ' i t , " i t had been trans- 
formed into a ^^he." 
It had been given 
personality. 
It ate and slept fairly well. 


On the tenth any the wound was ex- 
posed and dressed, 
It had healed, or 
»»united by first intention," as the doc- 
tors say; and again one can but exclaim: 
those womlerful aseptic dressings! 
It hud united without suppuration. 
It 
was u c!eun wound, cleanly healing. 


One month after the operation the feet 
a id hands had straightened out, and lost 
tli5}.r jerky, aimless 
movements. 
The 
the child is now a child.

SUBSOIL PJ- 


Subsoil plowing, which by many is 


considered as greatly improving 
the 


chances for a crop, has nevertheless as 
yet not come into anythiag like geaeral 
use in farm practica. Thi^ arises, no 
doubt, from the fact that the benefits 
to be derived from it are not commoa to 
all soils, aad also largely to the double 
cost of preparation which subsoiling im- 
plies. The theory is that it is beaeficial 
ia both dry aad wet seasoas—ia the 
former by creating a sort of reservoir 
for water in the loosened soil below the 
ordinary furrow- agaiast a time of need, 
whea the pbiats may be supplied -with 
moisture through capillary attraction 
that -would otherwise have draiaed off 
from the surface; ia a wet season, 
through a breaking up of the subsoil, 
which allows aa excess from rainfalls to 
pass downward, where it would other- 
wise remaia too long on or near the sur- 
face to the injury of plaats. 


Whatever view may be taken of these 


proportions, it may safely be said that 
its advantages, or the opposite, cannot 
in all cases be predicted without pattiag 
it to the test of actual experimeat on the 
farm itself. la discussing this subject 
in a rnoathly report of the Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture, Mr. M. Mohler, 
the Secretary, recommeads the follow- 
ing easy method of deterniiniag whether 
subsoiling does or does not possess, ia 
whole or in part,the merits often claimed 
for it. 


The plan proposed is to plow aad 


subsoil two or more strips, about T£WO 
rods in width, from sixteea to twenty 
inches deep, across the field selected for 
the experiment and let the balance of the 
field be plowed the usual depth and 
not subsoilcd, and let the surface prepa- 
ration of both be the same before the 
planting. Then plant the field across 
the subsoiled strips so that there caa be 
no ch5erence ia the time of planting, 
and give exactly the same cure and 
treatment to the entire field while the 
crop is growing. 
Keep a record and 


note every tea days the varying condi- 
tions of the weather and the differences, 
if any, in growth of the plants, and 
after harvesting the difference ia the 
yield aad quality of graia. In this man- 
ner the question of its usefulness for such 
a soil and under such cor»ditioas raay be 
quite satisfactorily determined. 


While the suggestions of Mr. Moaler 


&re intended primarily for the cousidera- 
tioa of farmers ia his own State, the 
method proposed is equaily applicable

the foolish, ben will take a drink out of 
the stinking pool as readily as out of the-

Set the heas as fast as they wish tc- 


set ia spring- 
Make the nests oa the 


grouad, ia barrels, boxes, or aooks, etc., 
where the bird will be hidden aad un- 
disturbed. Do not fuss much with tae- 
settiag hens. 
After the chicks are 


hatched, put them with the hea ia a. 
coop for a few days; thea, if possible, 
set them free. To break up the setting 
hea there is no better way thaa to let 
her set a week or so, thea give her £ 
fe\v chicks to take care of. Feed her 
well and she will sooa be in laying con- 
dition agaia, aad all the better for the 
rest aad chaage enjoyed for a few v.*eeks. 
This farm maaagement of poultry, aad 
it will seldom fail to be profitable.—

THE BEST LAND FOU UKAN3. 


Beans require less moisture, except to 
germinate, than any other grain. If they 
come up evenly a few showers about the 
time the pods aro forming will make a 
crop if the land has been well cultivated.

This low, creeping plant, 
commonly 
called pursley, seems to grow in rich 
garden soils almost as if by magic, so 
quickly does it spread over the ground. 
It is quite easily pulled up aud if left upon 
the ground where it grow will soon take 
root again, especially if the soil is at all 
wet or moist. 
While it is one of the 
most common weeds, it is by no means 
as bad a pest as many others. 
The best 
way to dispose of it is to scrape out the 
entire plant with a hoe, and carry them 


elsewhere. 
It may thus be used by any 
farmer in any locality as a comparatively 
easy aud inexpensive way of learnini^ 
whether on his own fields subsoiling will 
produce a sufficient increase in his crops, 
to compensate for the 
additional ex- 
pense. 


SDCCKSS IN KKKPING POULTRY. 


It is comparatively an easy task to pro- 
tect poultry from both lice and mice. A 
little fresh, strong insect powder dusted 
among the feathers will quickly dispose 
of the oue, and kerosene splashed

sprayed ou the roosts will do away with 
the other.

now TO TUEAT HOUSES, 


The great Axtell, who sold for $105,- 
000, the greatest price ever paid for a 
horse, is an example of the keen sensi- 
bilities of the noble animal. 
His driver 
tells us he will not even move when 
hitched up if his harness does not fit 
perfectly in every respect. Horses know 
as well as people when they arc kindly 
treated, and when used in a harsh or 
severe manner, and, like people, they 
possess the spirit of revenge. 
They re- 
member people and voices, as is shown 
by the wonderful mare Goldsmith Maid, 
who, after a separation of several years 
from her groom, knew his voice when 
she heard him talking, although she did 
not see him. 
The Maid at this time had 
a little colt by her side and had been so 
ill and cross that no one hardly dared to 
come licar her.

SUBSOIL PLOWING, 


Subsoil plowing, which by many is 
considered 
aa greatly improving 
the 
chances for a crop, has nevertheless as 
yet not come into anything like general 
use in farm practice. 
This arises, no 
doubt, from the fact that the 
benefits 
to be derived from it are not common to 
all soils, and also largely to the double 
cost of preparation which subsoiling im- 
plies, 
The theory is that it is beneiicial 
in both dry 
and wet seasons—in 
the 
former by creating a sort of 
reservoir 
for water in the loosened soil below the 
ordinary lurrow against a time of need, 
when the plants may be supplied with 
moisture through 
capillary 
attraction 
that would otherwise have drained ofi! 
from the 
surface; in a wet season, 
through a breaking up of the subsoil, 
which allows an excess from rainfalls to 
pass downward, where it would other- 
wise remain too long on or near the sur- 
face to the injury of plants. 


Whatever view may be talcen of these 
proportions, it may safely be said that 
its advantages, or the opposite, cannot 
in all cases be predicted without putting 
it to the test of actual experiment on the 
farm itself. 
In discussing this subject 
in a monthly report of the Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture, Mr. M. Möhler, 
the Secretary, recommends the follow- 
ing easy method of determining whether 
suijsoilmg does or does not possess, in 
whole or in part,the merits often claimed 
for it. 


The plan proposed is to plow 
and 
subsoil two or more strips, about liwo 
rods in width, from sixteen to twenl"/ 
iuches deep, acioss the Held selected for 
the experiment aud let the balance of the 
iidd be plowed the usual depth 
and 
not subsoiled, and let the surface prepj.i- 
ration of both be the same before the 
planting, 
Tlien plant the field across 
the subsoiled strips so that there can be 
no diilerence in the time of planting, 
and give exactly the same cure 
and 
treatment to the entire lield while the 
crop 13 growing. 
Keep a record and 
note every ten days the varying condi- 
tions of the weather and the diiferences, 
if any, in growth of the plants, and 
after harvesting the diilerence in 
the 
yield and quality of grain. In this man- 
ner the question of its usefulness for such 
a soil and under such conditions may be 
quite butisfactorily determined,

manure water iu the barnyard, should 
never be tolerated,especially where hens 
could get access to it, as when chirsty 
the foolish hen will take a drink out of 
the stiuking pool as readily as out of tho- 
purest running brook or coolest spring.

Gather the

and 
weasels. 
Cure 
scaly legs by dipping them iu kerosene 
oil. 
That 
is about all there is to it. 
Only a word needs to be added about, 
the breed. 


Any good breed, under such condi- 
tions, will or should give you good re- 
sults. 
But some are better an others. 
The Leghorns, either white or brown, 
will fill the egg basket. 
The Brahmas 
are fair layers, and 
give you a large, 
plump table fowl besides. 
Crosses of 
the two nre excellent. 
Plymouth Rocks 
make a good 
fowl, and you can cross 
them with any other pure breed, espe- 
cially the Leghorns, for good results, 
I 
like my fowls to be all uniform, conse- 
quently prefer a single, pure breed, and 
none has ever suited me better us a farm 
fowl than the Black Langshan. 


Set the hens as fast as they wish to- 
set in spring. 
Make the nests on the 
ground, in b^arrels, boxes, or nooks, etc.> 
where the bird will be hiddeu and un- 
disturbed. 
Do not fuss much with the 
setting 
hens. 
After the 
chicks 
arc 
hatched, put them with the hen in a 
coop for a few days; then, if possible, 
set them free. 
To break up the setting 
hen there is no better way thau to let 
her set a week or so, then give her a 
few chicks to take care of. 
Feed her 
well and she will soon be in laying con- 
dition again, and all the better for the 
rest and change enjoyed for a few weeks. 
This farm management of poultry, and 
it will seldom fail to be 2)roiitable,— 
Practical 
Farmer.

One advantage in feeding the scraps 
from the table to poultry is that it sup- 
plies them with a variety, 


Wheu fowls purchased for breeding 
are brought to the yards, keep 
them 
separate from the other poultry for two 
or three days, 


WJiile the crops that are lield back 
for higher prices may sell to better ad- 
vantage later on,do not lose sight of the 
fact tiiat every day causes a loss 
oi 
weight. 
All crops are composed largely 
of water, and a portion of this water is 
constantly evaporating. 
This is made 
apparent by the 
fact that

drier than that which is new. 


Special fertilizers for potatoes have 
given wonderful yields on potatoes thi^ 
season.

Certain districts of Person, and even 
wholes tribes, writes S. G. 
"W. Ben- 
jamin, arc specially devoted to the weav- 
ing of rugs, each having certain charac- 
teristics peculiar to that region, although 
cach rug has in turn an individuality 
of 
its own. 
There are no elaborate schools 
of industrial or decorativc art. 
No art 
professors, no principles laid down for 
the practice of tho weaving or the d^^- 
signing of the pattern, exist there. 
No 
prizes or medals are oilered; there are 
no exhibitions or fairs whore competition 
-and progress are encouraged. 
The rug- 
maker draws his inspinitiou solely from 
the instinct for certain types of the beau- 
tiful universal among the people; 
his 
technical knowledge is acquired by see- 
ing his father or his mother at the loom; 
families and entire villages follow this 
pursuit from generation to generation. 
In summer perhaps some of them till the 
fields or pasture their llocks. In autumn 
and winter they weave carpets, just as 
the fisnermen of Cape Ann make shoes 
one season and go a-iishing on the occan 
4inother season. 


The loom stands on tho porch of the 
flat-roofed 
adobe house, or under the 
plane tree by the tank in the court-yard 
where the fowls are scratching the earth; 
•overhead tho nightingale and the black 
•bird are beginning to pipe their songs of 
welcome to the approaching 
summer. 
Humble as those people may be, they 
enjoy the attractions ot nature, in a cer- 
tain inarticalate way, perhaps, but yet 
far more keenly than our own country 
folk of the same rank. 
Tnc frame of 
the 
loom is composed of 
rough un- 
trimmcd branches 
on which the bark 
.may still be seen. 
The warp, which is 
generally of wool or linen, and some- 
times now of cotton cords, is strctched 
from top to bottom, and the weaver sits 
before it on a felt rug, in stocking feet, 
or perhaps barefooted, resting on his 
knees and hccis, as all Persians sit, of 
whatever rank or degree. 
It matters 
not whether it be man, woman or child, 
they all work at carpet-weaving, and all 
sit in that position. 


The woof or woolen stuff of which tho 
texture of the carpet is made is reeled by 
the same inaividuals who make the rug, 
and they also make the colors and dye the 
wool. 
The colors are generally extracted 
from vegetable materials, and 
are in 
most cases imperishable. 
The wool itself ' 
will wear away before tho color is faded 
•out. 
Of late there has been a tendency 
to use aniline dyes imported from Europe, 
and this is having a very injurious effect | 
on the so-called Bokhara rugs. 
But the 
use of these dyes is strictly forbidden in 
Persia, and therefore they are as yet em- 
ployed with caution in the rugs of that 
•country. But the embroideries of Resebt, 
near the Russian border, are greatly im- 
paired by these wretched tints. 


The weaver lays the different colored 
threads in strands at his side. 
As 
he 
needs to use them, he cuts them 
into 
short tufts with 
scissors or 
a knife. 
These bits arc twisted into the warp with 
his fingers, and thus form the woof. The 
process is necessarily slow, especially if 
the pattern is complicated, the more par- 
ticularly because the weaver sits facing 
the reverse side.
